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Inquest on the Body of Edward B. 
Portman. 

The inquiry into the cause of the death of 
E. B Portman, at the American Saloon, on 
Sunday morning 3rd inst., was concluded 
on Saturday. Attorney-General Cary ap- 
peared for the friends of the deceased, and 
Mr. ll'iiis and Mr. McCreight for Dr. Rum- 
iiey-. James Golding and F. V. Lee, pro- 
prietor!! of the saloon, were called to the 
stand, but no facts elicited worthy of publi- 
cation. 

Grevillc C. Mathews, sworn— Am travel- 
ing; have no occupation; have resided in 
Yictoria nbout five weeks : knew the de- 
ceased intimately ; was with him on Friday 
evening of last week, off and on ; the last 
time in the evening that I met 1 im he was 
playing billiards at the Co'oninl Hotel, 
.somewhere between 11 and 1 o'clockjwenlto 
supper with him at Jiingo's in I' e morning 
about 2 o'clock ; he ate something and was 
mot much intoxicated ; after supper ho left 
me at the Colonial Jjotel, and went towards 
the French Hotel ; when he left me he was 
jwt 'very much intoxicated; was perfectly 
■comLrtauIe when I went to bed ; was very 
intimate with him ; never saw him affected 
by liqKM but once, and then very slightly : 
saw hita at the American Saloon on Satur- 
day alwut 1 o'clock ; took a glass of sherry 
with him, -and just after he drank it he ap- 
peared to be taken giddy and fell across the 
counter : he seemed helpless ; he struck 
his head against the shutter after being put 
to bed while delirious; helped him into the 
back room, and he ^aid, " 1 can't be drunk, 
what's the matter with me?" on Saturday 
morning deceased tripped upon Government 
street; can't say how tie fell; after we had 
laid him on the bod he became delirious ; 
Caplain Singleton and I finally got him to 'saw him, were 
sleep; I was absent some time after this, '" 
and returning found him very -delirious: 
went after Dr. Rumsey, who eacr.fl with me; 
this was about 4 o'clock; he was very vio- 
lent, and (he doctor gave hira some medi- 
cine; lie still continued violent, and shortly 
after asked for more medicine, which was 
•given him by order of the doctor; he grad- 
ually became quieter,and his paroxysms less; 
violent ; when the doctor came, decased 
was given a glass of brandy ; I was out get- 
ting a glass of brandy for him, and when I 
relumed, the doctor told mo had given him 
another small dose of medicine; ho con- 
tinued getting quietiH, nod finally fell into 
a deep sleep; the medicine buttle was n 
long, narrow one, but could not say how 
much it would hold ; about an hour alter he 
fell asleep, he commenced snoring heavily, 
accompanied with a severe jerking of the 
■neck and stomach ; this continued till 
within about an hour of his death, when he 
'began to breathe loud, the jerking continu- 
ing ; I went to call Dr. Rumsey, and met 
Ihim coining with Dr. Trimble, towards the 
saloon ; just as deceased was going to sleep 
Dr. Rumsey said — ''See, the laudanum is 
taking effect; he ought logo to sleep, for he 
has got about an ounce of laudanum in 
him it is possible 1 might bu mistaken in 
the amount ol laudanum, he said; he told 
ine it was usual to give large doses in such 
cases; I think the bottle was full when I 
Jirst saw it, 

To Mr. Ring— Never saw a doctor show 
so much attention as Dr. Rumsey did. lie 
behaved towards him like an intimate 
jfriond or relation. 

To a juror — Deceased complained of a 
severe pain in his right side from the shoul- 
der to the feet, — my impression is that tho 
amount of laudanum poured into (ha water 
for the first dose was about a tablesponoful ; 
we kept him quiet till Dr. Trimble arrived, 
when we done all wo could to arouse him: 
he did not foam at the mouth ; tho second 
dose was a third less than tho tirst; after 
he foil asleep his hands became while and 
a cold, clammy perspiration appeared ; ttio 
Jahlo on thu bottle was laudumn. 

Major Foster and Chns. Collins testified 
to the temperato habits of deceased. From 
their evidence it appears that hd was very 
abstemious, and although it took but little 
Jiquor to have ufleot upon hi in, he was never 
seen intoxicated. 

Dr. Trimble, awom — Between 11 and 12 
o'olock on last Saturday night, Dr. Rumsey 
came to my office and wished mo to go 
with him and see B person of tho name of 
Portman ; went with him to the room whore 
the periOtl was in bed, and tho first thing 
that utlraeted my utle'uliou Wfll the peculiar 

breathing of the patient ; examined his 

eyes and found them to bu very much con- 
tracted, his faco livid, pulse tiuiclc ami 

•onetimes Intermittent; tho extremities 

were olid, and bo had a clammy sweat up- 
on his skin ; ho seemed to be perfectly our- 
natom, and 1 tried to 9X01118 him ; sprinkled 
•water In his fuco, but it hud noeflootj 
suggested to Dr. Rumsey the propriety of 

adopting external applioatloni to arouse 

hint] applied iniisluitl to his stomach and 
cllior portions of his body, and bottles fillod 



with hot water to his thighs, armpits, etc.; 
got carnphene and applied it to his stomach, 
but neither the carnphene nor the mustard 
had any effect; his palse becoming weaker, 
1 gave up the case as a hopeless one, but 
remained with Dr. Rumsey till the scene 
closed. 

To a juror — The effect might have been 
the same if deceased had been drinking too 
much : have known of a great deal of lauda- 
num being given in a case of tetanus or 
cholera; in administering laudanum physi- 
cians judgo from the appearance of the pa- 
tient as to the size of the dose; he died 
from congestion of the brain ; in cases of 
cerebral effusion, laudanum would be very 
bad ; the cerebral effusion might have en- 
sued from taking liquor or a fall, or predis- 
position to apoplexy ; opium is resorted to 
by all medical men in cases of delerxwn tre- 
mens — full doses first, .moderate ones after; 
if the stomach of a person who had died 
from opium was empty, the opium plight be 
absorbed ; cannot stale what the cause of 
death was in this case; do not know what 
became of the laudanum bottle. 

Dr. Forbes, recalled— Q. What was the 
cause oi death, from the post mortem exami- 
nation connected with the evidence which 
you have heard this morning ? A. The ap- 
proximate cause of death was cerebral con- 
gestion occurring in a young man '26 years 
of age, and in whom the vital organs were 
in a perfectly healthy state; the exciting 
causes appear to me to have been — 1st, ner- 
vous exhaustion for want of sleep and food ; 
determination of blood to tho head from al- 
coholic or vinous stimulants taken upon an 
empty stomach ; the details of the treatment 
pursued by tho medical men I am unin- 
formed of, but the cause of death was ap- 
poplexy ; there are two kinds of delirium 
tremens— in one, opium may bo given imme- 
diately ; in the other, a purgative should be 
administered first; remember having ad- 
ministered an ounce and a half of laudanum 
in twenty-four hours in a peculiar case. 

Dr. Rumsey. sworn — On Saturday after- 
noon last, about 3* or \ to 4 o'clock, 1 was 
summoned to attend Mr. Portman at the 
American Saloon, as he was very ill ; upon 
inquiry and examining the symptoms, made 
up my mind that the case was one of deli' 
rum tremens; went over to Langley's and 
procured a two-ounce vial of laudanum and 
administered, as near as I could judge, 
about a drachm and a-half ; finding that he 
n-rew no betler in the course of an hour, 
Tgave him another dose of about 3-4 of a 
drachm; some lime after I gave him a 
third dose ; he appeared to grow nuieter af- 
ter the second dose ; a short lime afterwards 
he fell asleep, and 1 thought ho was better : 
a little before 9 o'clock he began to breathe 
heavily, and I looked lor Dr. Trimble, but 
did not find him then ; at 1 1 o'clock I found 
him and he came down; when I first went 
into the room, the pulse was soft and full; 
during the evening it became weaker ; late 
in the evening I found the heart beating 
stronger than the pulse; the eyes, when I 
saw him, were glarey; delirium tremens de- 
velops itself in a great many different ways 
as regards the hallucination ; a man suffer- 
ing from delirium tremens might have his or- 
gans other than the brain unaffected ; in a 
case of tremens the oilier organs are not 
necessarily out of health; never knew a 
man who was habitually intoxicated whose 
other organs than the brain were healthy. 
My opinion now as to the approximate 
cause of d ath is that it was cerebral appo- 
plexy ; can't say what produced it; am 
still of opinion that the deceased was labor- 
ing tinder delirium tremens at the time of my 
first seeing him; the symptoms were so 
strongly marked that I think I am justified in 
maintaining that the complaint was dclcrium 
tremens; have not had much experience in 
such cases; think that the fact of the de- 
ceased having been up all 
nothing, and taking a glass of 
in the morning, might have produced tho 
symptoms; if a man had a rush of blood to 
the head, opium would not lc: the best 
medicine a physician could give. 

Capt. Cavendish r'ennbles was then sworn 
as to the temperate habits of deceased, and 
gave him an excellent chaiacter for sobriety, 
etc. 

Attorney-General Gary then stated that 
tile, friends of deceased did not pretend to 
throw any imputation upon Dr. Rumsey ; he 
was merely present to show that the cause 
of death, as stated by tho coroner, did not 
ensue from the too free use of intoxicating 
li ipiors. 

Coroner Dickson denied having made any 
such statement, and said he had merely 
asked the question "if ho could show that 
deceased had been a person of intemperate 
habits," etc. 

The case was then given to the jury, who 
returned in a short time with a verdict of 
" death from apoplexy." 



Got off Cheap.— Robt. Wilson, arrested 
at Beacon Hill on Friday, for insulting the 
Chief ofl'olice, was let down easily in .'he 
Police Court on Saturday. The Chief de- 
clined lo press the charge of insult, owing 
to the sincere repentance of the prisoner, 
and he was only fined five shillings for being 
tight and makinga i"»se._ 

Vessels Ariuvkd.— The barks N. S. 
Perkins, Cleopatra, and Frances Palmer, 
and the Austrian brig Ivioh, arrived in the 
outer harbor early yesterday morning. The 
Perkins came into the mouth of tho harbor, 
and the others anchored outside. The Ivich 
and the Cleopatra are bound lo Nanaimo for 
a cargo of coal. 

Gutted. — Mr. Robinson, manag-er of the 
Victoria Theatre, having failed in making a 
satisfactory arrangement with the purchaser 
of tho theatre site, has^removed the inte ior 
fixings of the building, and to-day it is 
nothing more than a Hudson Bay Company's 
storehouse. All its lately acquired glory 
has departed with the scenery. . 

The Santa Ckuz. — This steamer will 
not leave for Portland till Tuesday morning 
at daylight, Capt. Staples, with his custom- 
ary kind heartedness, having consented to 
remain over one day in order to allow the 
Stark Company an opportunity to perform 
for tho benefit of Mr. John S. Potter. 

U. S. Revenue Cutter, — The U. S. Rev- 
enue cutter Jeff. Davis, commander Mason, 
arrived yesterday morning, from Port Town- 
send, and came to anehor oil' Major Bay. 
The Collector of Customs for Washington 
Territory came passenger in her. 

— Marchand & Co.'s new 
assay Jfiice will be opened this morning in 
the building formerly occupied by McDon- 
ald & Co., bankers.

Meeting of the Retail Liquor Dealers. 

At a general meeting of the Retail Liquor 
Dealers of Victoria and Iisquimnlt district, 
held at Wilcox's Hall, on thu 8th day of Feb- 
ruary, 18uT, at 7 p. m., the following resolu- 
tions were adopted : 

That the present retail license of iM20 is 
most exorbitant and unjust :— exorbitant, as 
being out of all proportion with the present 
slate of tho trade ;— unjust, since by far the 
greater part of the public revenue has been 
derived from this source alone. 

That moreover, tho present liquor law is 
loose, arbitrary, and unfair in its applica- 
tion. 

That as a proof, and in corroboration of 
tho above, the House of Assembly passed 
a bill on the 31st of August last, repealing 
the existing law. and reducing tho said 
license to X'tlO, besides other useful modifi- 
cations. 

That tho refusal of the Legislative Coun- 
cil to approve that bill unless modified in 
such a way as to increase tin' arnounc of i p„i„ a 
taxation granted by the House of Assembly, Uical 
was a flagrant violation of our undoubted mellt 
rights, as handed down to us for ages. hurst
